CHILE'S CONVERSION BILL. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The text of 
Chile's ciirrency conversion ill as passed 
by both houses of Congress has deen re- 
ceived ‘here. It provides for specie pay- 
ment from June 1, 1895. As both metals 
are to bewutilized, the change promises to 
have an important effect upon the world’s 
supply of metals. The President of Chile 
is empowered for three years to coin $10,- 
000,000 silver. ‘All proceeds from the eale 
of nitrate beds shall be devoted exclusively 
to the purchase of silver. 

Three gold coins, $20, $10 and $6, are 
also provided for. The silver dollar is to 
weigh twenty grams, and be 835-1000 fine. 
Silver is not legal tender above $50 ex- 
cept to the government, where it is re- 
ceived as gold. The government mint is 
also directed: to exchange for gold silver 
doliars presented to it with that object. 
The act also provides a system of bank. 
currency guaranteed by the government 
and redeemable by the govermment if the 
Dank fails.

Stirring Political Debate at 
Chicago. 
‘William H. Harvey and Prof. J. 


Lawrence Laughlin Discuss 
Free Silver. 


The "Little Schoolmaster of Fi- 
nance” is Forninst All Europe 
_ What Money is and What 
it Should Be.

OHICAGO, May 17.—A atirring political 
encounter took place tonight, hardly par- 
alleled in the West since the famous etrug- 
gle between Lincoln and Douglass just on 


the eve of the civil war. Tonight’e: plat- 


form combatants were two giants of op- 
posing sides in the raging financial con- 
troversy, J. Lawrence Laughlin, professor 
of political economy in the University of 
Chicago, the favorite authority of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, and William H. Harvey, 
author of “‘Coin’s Financial School.” Not 
half the people clamoring to get in could 
have been admitted had the Auditorium 
itself been secured for the meeting of the 
champions. The spacious rooms of the 
Iiinois Club on etately ‘Ashland Boulevard 
were crowded to almost suffocation when 
the president of the club, Dr. Homer M. 
Thomas, announced all in readiness for 
the dress-suit gladiators. 

The proposition to be discussed was read 
as follows: Resolved, that the United 
States should at once enter upon the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
independently of the action of any other 
nation.“ Mr. Harvey, it was stated, would 
epeak for an hour in the affirmative, and 
Prof. Laughlin an hour and thirty minutes 
in the negative, then Harvey thirty min- 
utes for a rejoinder Both men were lib- 
erally applauded. In opening for the af- 
firmative, Harvey said: 

“The first reason why I am in favor of 
independent action by this country is that 
we should not be subjected to the influ- 
ences of governments of Europe. When 
our forefathers declared their political 
independence from Burope it was to free 
themselves from the legislation of 

governments jus termed plutoc- 
racies. If people cam be reduced to poverty 
and the prosperity of the United States 
can be ruined by hanging to the fimancial 
policy of Burope, then we can be reduced 
to the same condition by financial legiela- 
tion as a war of conquest would reduce 
us. If we are right and our friends, che 
moncmetailists mostly say: ‘We admit 
dimetalliam would be good if we could get 
international bimetallism;’ in other words, 
they agree that there is something wrong, 
but claim ‘we are tied to the financial 
policy of Europe. So that if war or con- 
test in this country by the monarchies of 
Europe whose form of government is dif- 
ferent from ours would reduce us to the 
condition of the people of those govern- 
ments, and they can accomplish the same 
purpose by financial legislation, then there 
is necessity for independent action. 

“When ithere is a necessity there is a 
remedy. The governments of Europe are 
plutocracies. They squeeze the lemon of

How Chinamen Grow Potatoes. 


I have 310 acres planted to potatoes this 
year, situated on the Laguna Ranch four 
miles southeast of Los Angeles. The soil 
is sandy loam and I raise two crops each 
year, one being planted January 1, the 
other July 1. This year the first crop will 
not need irrigation, but in a dry year has 
to be irrigated. The eecond crop is irri- 
gated two or three times. 

I raise Pink Eyes for the first crop, as 
they are a more solid and keep 
fonger.

Irrigation of Deciduous Fruits. 
Ira W. Adams, an experienced orchardist 


of Calistaga, Cal,, expressed himself on 
the subject of irrigating deciduous trees in 


the Rural Press as follows: 
I was fully convinced eight years ago, 


by the following experiment, that irriga- 
| tion would be of great value (in this 


part 
of the Napa Valley at least) not only for 
prunes, but for nearly every other variety 
of fruit trees—very early apples, ~ pears, 
peaches and cherries being, perhaps, an 
exception. I had two peach trees near 
my house that were of the same vériety 
and twenty feet apart. I had the curios-. 
‘ity after I had thinned the peaches pretty 
thoroughly on both trees to irrigate one 
of them. This I was obliged to do dy 
pumping the water by hand and leading 


it to the basin I made around the tree in 


a small V-shaped ‘trough. I gave it a 
very thorough soaking once a week, filling 


up the basin (which was four or five feet 


in diameter) with dirt after the water had 
soaked away and opened it when I irri- 
gated again. — 
It was not long before I discovered the 
almost magical result of m. experiment. 
The tree itself seemed to put on new 
life: the leaves were very much brighter 
and of a darker green than those of the 
other tree, and the peaches soon com- 
menced to swell out and when fully. ma- 
tured were so much larger than those of 
the other tree that one would scarcely 
have taken them to be of the same va- 
riety. I have yet to see a prune orchard 
in this vicinity that does not suffer more 
or less every season for lack of moisture, 
more especially in the months of July 
and August when they need it the most. 
Many prune trees in my orchard, as well 
as in a good many other orchards I have 
seen, show by their drooping limbs and 
wilted, sunburned fruit (and very small at 
that,.) as well as the yellow leaves that 
cover the ground, that they stand atly 
in need of the life-giving water. have 
seen some orchards — 1 2 if fire had 
swept through them, an @ prunes were 
— small and wilted. For the foregoing 
reasons I am fully satisfied that, unless 
irrigation is resorted to in the very near 
future, very many of the prune orchards 
in this vicinity will gradually fail, and 
soon become of but little value to their 
owners. Prune trees or any other kind of 
fruit trees cannot bear year after year 
such enormous crops of fruit and suffer 
severely every year for lack of moisture. 
We have no living streams to turn to 
for the purpose of irrigating, but water in 
great abundance can be obtained by dig-: 
ging from ten to twenty feet. Then again, 
there is not perhaps in this State better 
sites or more natural advantages for build- 
ing immense reservoirs than there is at 
the head of this. beautiful valley. The 
watershed is amply sufficient to furnish 
water enough during the wet season to- 
fill these reservoirs, and then thousands 
of acres not only on the hillsides and 
sunny slopes on both sides of this valley, 
but the valley itself could be thorou 
irrigated during the hot, dry summers. 
Then thousands of beautiful homes will 
be seen where now, comparatively speak- 


ing,.there are very few, especially on the 


sides, and they are the favored ones 
who have natural water in abundance for 
irrigation.

military occupation of the Nicaraguan port 
of Corinto, a brief statement of the condi- 
tions connected therewith will be interest- 
ing to students of comtemporanecous bis- 
tory. The sovereignty of Nicaragua over 
the Mosquito Coast is disputed by no na- 
tion, and is specially admitted by treaties 
between Great Britain, the United States 
and Nicaragua. The so-called Mosquito In- 
dians, now practically Jamaica negroes and 
their descendants, are, however, permitted 
by treaty their tribal rights and municipal 
self-government. Until 1893 Nicaragua 
had treated the Mosquito Coast authorities 
as a territorial government, and has only 
within a month established a state govern- 
ment, or, as there called, a department. 
About eighteen months since the Nicara- 
guan government fully established, for the 
first time, its federal authority at the 
principal Mosquito port, Blueflelde. Some 
disaffected foreigners, mostly English and 
Americans who have been ae advan- 


guan authority and for ten days controlled 
the town, having driven out the Nicara- 
guan officials after killing.a few of the 
troops in an assaukt upon the government 
buildings. When informed of this the Nic- 
araguan government sent to Bluefields a 
military force which occupied the town, 
arrested about twenty-four persons, inclnd- 
ing five or six Americans and about the 
same number of Englishmen, including a 
party named Hatch, who kept a saloon 
called The Cactus at Bluefields, and who 
was one of the leaders of the insurrection. 
Mr. Hatch had been appointed British con- 
sular agent, but had neither presented his 
credentials or received his Mequatur from 
the Nicaraguan government, and that gov- 
ernment has consequently never recognized 
him as anything more than a British 
citizen engaged in fomenting rebellion 
against its authority. The arrested parties 
were taken to the capital, Managua, tried 
and sentenced to deportation at the plea- 
sure of the government; their property, 
otherwise than arma and ammunition, was 
not confiscated. Great Britain then claimed 
£15,000 sterfing, equal to about $150,000 
silver, as a punishment for the banishment 
of her so-called “pro-consul."’ Nicaragua 
denied that he was @ representative of 
Great Britain, and claimed her right to 
banish him es a fomenter of revolt. Mean- 
while the governments of the United States 
and Great Britain hed intervened on behalt 
of the banished parties, and within sixty 
or ninety days they were permitted to re- 
turn under parole to commit no 
overt act against the government. The Ni- 
caraguan government, er, offered to 
submit the whole matter to arbitration, by 
which it agreed to abide. This was per- 
emptorily refused by the British govern- 
ment; the money must be paid at once, 
but other matters connected therewith 
might be arbitrated. Nicaragua declining, 
the military occupation Corinto fol- 
lowed, and was termi by an agree- 
ment to pay within fifteen days after

It is evident that the British military 
occupation of Corinto, and her refusal to 
submit her money claim to arbitration, 
bound the United States to a protest, and, 
in honor to her obligation, voluntarily as- 
eumed, at an international congress called 
by herself, it was her duty to prevent 
it by demanding arbitration. The neglect 
to do this violated her obligation to all 
the ‘American republics, and cannot avoid 
a feeling that the great republic cannot 
be relied upon to fulfill its international 
agreements with her sister republics. 
While the Monroe doctrine is the unwrit- 
ten eentiment of the American people, the 
evacuation of Corinto has tacitly admitted 
its validity, Dut it has also established 


tacit approval permits a policy 
coercion of weak nationalities as against 
the policy of international arbitration. 
The connection between this military 
occupation and the Nicaragua Canal is 
simple. Nicaragua has a national debt 
of about two millions gold owing to 
British bondholders. Her means of paying 
the interest thereon (which has of late 
been paid at large sacrifice, nearly two 
silver dollars for one of gold,) depends 
upon her customs duties. These the 
claimant proposed to seize, and the seſture 
would probably have resulted in a d@fault 
in payment of interest on the public debt 
owing to British bondholders. Then. the 
British government (following its estab- 
lished precedent at Suez, against the pro- 
tests of France,) might occupy Nicaragua 
to secure payment to these English bon4- 
holders, thus securing control of the 
Nicaragua Canal. It is not to be pre- 
‘sumed that the American people would 
permit. this; certainly not, if there is any 
patriotic sentiment remaining, but this 
is the logical sequence of the Corinto mil- 
itary occupation, with the acquiescence of 
the Ufiited States government. Had Con- 
gress been in session the national feel- 
ing would have been more apparent than 
through the public press, but the action 
of the legislatures of the two great States 
of New York and Pennsylvania, and the 
patriotic as well as forcible publicly-ex- 
pressed opinions of many of our leading 
statesmen, of all political parties, are 
ample proof of how our people regard the 
collection of asserted debts from weak 
nationalities at the cannon’s mouth, ind 


ot the. policy that is es ar to accom- 


pany them. 

This brief article can be no better ended 
than by the dignified public protest of 
President Zelaya of Nicaragua: 

“Nicaragua protests before all nations 
against the outrage which Great Britain 
inflicts upon her by the military occupa- 
tion of the Port of Corinto, in order to 
seize from her by force a sum of money 
which is not owed, in absolute disregard of 
international laws, and of the dictates of 
right, justice and equity. Nicaragua, al- 
though counting upon the sympathy of 
all, as she is powerless to oppose the ag- 
gressor, is ready to submit the case with- 


out fear, bewailing her smallness and her 
weakness.”

paid. The money to take them up was 
to come from the proceeds of the re- 
funding bonds, just lately sold. 

“Great, therefore, was the consternation 
in official circles when the Treasurer was 
notified that payment of these bonds was 
expected ty. the holders on the (first 
day of May, instant. Upon examination 
it turned out that our expensive city book- 
keeper had made an error of ninety days 
in his. official statement, and that the 
sum of $76,000 had to be paid, while there 
was no fund out of which the Treasurer 
could legally satisfy such a demand. 
Something had to be done, however, it 
being deemed imperative that the city’s 
credit should be saved, and the mistake 
of the City Auditor be covered from public 
view. Fortunately, the sum of $42,000, 


the jail lot, was kying in the city treasury. 
This amount was transferred to the credit 
of the funded-debt bonds of 1870. The 
further sum of $16,000 was taken out of 
the outfall sewer bond account of 1892 and 
000 was taken out of the internal 
sewer bond acount of 1890, these amounts.

Up to the pres- 
ent writing, the Treasurer has paid %$57,- 
246.50 out of the moneys so legally or 
illegally traneferred in satisfaction of the 
principal and interest of these bonds of 
1870, so far as presented.

OUR ATLANTA EXHIBIT. It has been 
reported that the State Board of Trade will 
make an effort to send an exhibit to the 
Atlanta Exhibition if the necessary money 
can be raised. It is understood that the 
exhibit which would be sent is that which 
is displayed in the Board of Trade rooms 
in San Francisco, an exhibit which has 
already been shown in Chicago and at the 
Midwinter Fair and is by no means as 
fresh and attractive as it might be.

No advance has teen 
found practicable in the woolen mills, 
where conditions as to prices and foreign 
competition are very different and about 
10,000 workers are still idle at Olneyville, 
where the works should consume 600,000 
pounds per week. In other departments of 
labor troubles are not serious and the de- 
mand for manufactured products in- 
creases. With material and steady en- 
largement in domestic trade there is still 
great want of employment in the interior: 
for money, which comes hither, $3,500,000 
during the past week, and with the mil- 
lions Sistributed by the syndicate on bond 
account, stimulates speculation.

NEW YORK, May 17.—The stock mar- 
ket opened irregular and continued un- 
settled during the greater part of the 
morning on active trading. London was 
first a seller and then became a buyer 
and there was considerable local selling 
on the foreign account which showed 
profits.

EVANS’S REBEL YAWP. 


~ ane most grievous complaint made by 


Gov. Evans, the bellicose Chief Executive 
ot South Carolina, in his recent manifesto, 
is found in the following words: Under 
this decree the doors have been thrown 
open and the ballot again placed in the 
hands of every man, white or black, of 
the age of 21 years!” As a matter of fact, 
this is the very core aud foundation of the 
bitter denunciation of the Federal judge 
who dectared the South Carolina lew, 
Wiefranchising over half the citizens of the 
State, to be Mh violation of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

Note the language of this Populistic, 
hangdooche Governor: “The doors dave 
been thrown open and the balict again 
placed in the hands of every man, white 
or lack, of the age of 21 years!” Is this 
@ wrong? Is it a crime? The impresstfon 
“has somehow got abroad in the land that 
the Conetit of the “United States 
means what t Bays when & declares that 
“the right of citizens of the United States 
"to vote shall not be denied or abridged 
by the United States, or by any State, 
ow account of race, color or previous con- 
Aion of servitude.” Evidently Gov. 
Evans of South Carolina bas not read this 
important clause of the fundamental law, 
else even he would ecarcely have the hardi- 
hood to propose to set & at naught. 

There is another part of the Constitu- 
tion which has some bearing on this ques- 
tion of disfranchiserment in South Carolina 
and other States of the late Confederacy. 
It u provided in art. XIV, sec. 2, that 
“when the right to vote at any elec- 
tion . ... is denied to any of the male 

of such State, being 21 years 
United States, or 


mm any way abdridged, except for participa- 


tion in rebellion, or other crime, the basis 
of representation therein shall be reduced 
in the proportion which the number of 
guch male citizens shall bear to the whole 
number of male citizens 21 years of age 
in such State.” This is a provision of the 
Constitution which has never been en- 
forced. Thousands of legal voters through- 
out the South have had their right to vote 
dented, and tthe exercise of that richt pre- 
vented by force or subterfuge, for years 
past; yet chere has been no reduction of 
the representation of those States in Con- 
gress, eas the Constitution expressly pro- 
vides. The representation of the South in 
Congress tas been based upon the total 
population, as in the North, while half the 
ters of the South have been denied the 
right to vote. And now the long-eared, 
Populistic ass who occupies the gubernato- 
ul chair in South Carokina brays because 
a Federal court refuses to sanction a State 
flaw which, tt enforced, would nullify a 
portion of the national Constitution! 

Ie it mot time for the basis of repre- 
sentation in the South to be reduced, if a 
large proportion of the voters are to be 
@isfranchised? How long is the Constitu- 
on of this nation to remain, upon this 
subject, a practical nullity? 

Gov. Fvanse’s statement that the peo- 
ple of South Carolina have always. been 
law-abiding, and respect the Constitution 
and courts of the United States,“ ts highly 
amusing. Especially so when we remem- 
ber the role played by South Carolina in 
the matter of nuWification—which Andrew 
Jackson put down with an iron hand—and 
in the tmauguration of secession and the 
initation of armed treason. When it 
comes to talking about obedience to law 
and respect for the Constitution, the less 
gaid about South Carolina the better.

Talking about contraction of the cur- 
rency,” the silver monometallist is the 
true contractionist.

The report 
seemed of doubffyl authenticity. Mr. 
Thurston is a man of fine attainments, 
and has rendered service both loyal and 
valuable to the republican cause in Ha- 
wail. That his loyalty could so suddenly 
be turned against his friends seemed in- 
credible. Mr. Thurston is not of such 
stuff as Benedict Arnolds are made of. 


If the dollar were cheapened to 50 cents, 
as the silver monometallists demand, sav- 
ings bank depesits, fire and life insurance 
policies, and investments in building and 
loan associations would de repaid in 
money worth one-half the amount of the 
original investment.

WOMAN’S AUXILIARY. 


A FITTING CONCLUSION TO THE 
DIOCESAN CONVENTION. 


A Good Attendance of Church Wo- 
men—Annual Reports Made a 
Favorable Showing—Mis- 
sionary Fund. 


The ‘services yesterday of the Episcopal 
convention held at St. Paul's Church, 
opened at 10 a.m. with a meeting of the 
officers of the Woman's Auxiliary in the 
Guild room of the church. At 11 a.m. the 
holy communion was celebrated by the 
bishop, Dr. Gray acting as gospeller, and 
the sermon being preached by Rev. Edgar

Board of Public Works. 


PROCEEDINGS FAVORED FOR 
WIDENING BROADWAY. 


A comparatively uneventful session of 


the Board of Public Works was held yes- 


terday. A few property-owners appeared 
and were heard on some of the questions 
considered. The following recommenda- 
tions were prepared for presentation to the 
City Council: 

‘Ia the matter of the proposed opening 
of an aller from Sixth street to Seventh 
street, between Main and Spring streets, 
we recommend that the City Engineer be 
directed to present a map for the open- 
ing of eaid alley to a width of twenty 
feet, the description of the property to be 
taken to de given by this board.

Extra Plumbing Inspector. 
WHAT IS ACCOMPLISHED BY EMPLOY- 
: ING ONE. 

The additional superintendent of build- 
ings authorized by an ordinance recently 
enacted will, it is said, enable the Build- 
ing Superintendent's department to make 
imspections much more promptly than has 
heretofore been possible and will thereby 
save property owners a good deal of annoy- 
ance 


It has frequently been the case that a 
trench would be dug for a sewer connection 
in such a way as to obstruct a driveway 
or otherwise cause inconvenience.When the 
work would be completed to a certain point 
it would be to have it inspected 
by the plumbing inspector before it could 
be prosecuted further. 

On account of the large amount of work 
tn the office the inspector would sometimes 
be unable to make the inspection until the 
next day after the matter was reported or 
perhaps even later than that. As a result 
the nuisance in the way of having the 
ditch open would necessarily have to be 
prolonged. 

It was sometimes the case that the 
plumbing inspector would have to make 
fifty-four inspections per day and, the av- 
erage distance traveled for each being about 
one-fourth miles, it will ze seen that it was 
sometimes impossible to cover the ground 
and the inspections which should have been 
made on the day would part of them have 
to be delayed till the next day. 

On account of there being so many in- 
epections of plumbing to be made, the 
Building Superintendent was obliged to at- 
tend to a part of them besides doing his 
regular work in connection with buildings. 

Now he will de able to give his attention 

almost altogether to buildings and the 
plumbing inspector and assistant (both of 
them being officially known as assistant 
superintendent of buildings) will attend to 
the-plumbing work. 
Even with the additional assistant it wil] 
te im make intpections oe 
plumbing otherwise than in cases where 
new work is being put in or where old 
work is being repaired. 


Statements Should be Filed. 

The City Assessor desires to call the at- 
tention of property owners who have not 
already attended to tthe matter that they 
should file their statements without delay. 
In order to do the work necessary to the 
on of the assessment rolls state- 
ments cannot be received after about the 
25th of this month. After that time the 
books composing the assessment roll will 
Dave to be written and the necessary foot- 
ings and other work finished so that the 
completed roll can be turned over to the 

City Council on the first Monday in July. 
Property owners will save themselves a 


good deal of annoyance and will save the 
city not a little expense if they will attend 
to this matter promptly. It will be neces- 
sary to place arbitrary assetsments on 
property for which statements are not. 
filed within the proper time. 


Assessments on Banks. 


STATEMENTS NOT AS SATISFACTORY 
AS LAST YEAR. 


The indications ate said to be that the 
final fixing of the assessments levied for 
city taxes on the several banks will not 
be accomplished as easily this year as it 
was last year. 

It will be remembered that two years ago 
a large part of the bank organizations 
presented statements showing that they 
possessed property in amounts a good deal 
lese than they were supposed to have. The 
matter wae given a thorough airing before 
the Board of Equalization and some sur- 
prising statements were brought forth.

Where these notices 
have been mailed to white people they 
have been to a large extent disregarded. 
Three or four days ago a number of simi- 
lar notices were sent to Chinamen, and 
the promptness with which they have been 
coming to the City Assessor's office and 
paying their taxes has been so great as 
to cause remark. 


City Hall Notes.

The Courts. 
A MOTHER SEEKS TO RECOVER FROM 
HER SON’S WIDOW. 

Judge Shaw was occupied in Department 
Five yesterday with the trial of the case 
of Sophia Schimmel vs. Henrietta Schim- 
mel, an action to determine conflicting 
claims to certain property, but the matter 
was not concluded d will be taken 
up again today. 

The plaintiff, who is an elderly German 
widow, and the mother-in-law of the de- 
fendant, alleges that after the death of 
her husband in December, 1881, she went 
to live with her son, Fred. Their rela- 
tions were of the most confidential na- 
ture, and the old woman, being unable to 
read or write English, intrusted the 
management of her affairs entirely to ber 
son. At first he invested all moneys she 
gave him in her name, but afterward, by 
representing that it would save misunder- 
standing and trouble, he induced her to 
allow him to transact her business in his 
own name. Such was the confidence she 
reposed in him that she took no receipt 
from him, but allowed him to act un- 
questioned, believing that he would use 
his best judgment. Her son married the 
defendant, Henrietta, on November 16, 
1884, and some ten years later, he died. 
In his will he bequeathed all of his prop- 
erty to his wife in trust, to be kept to- 
gether unsold until the death of his 
mother, for whom a home was to be pro- 
vided by his widow. Among his estate 
were three tracts of land in the Rancho 
La Ballona, aggregating seventy-seven 
acres, which the plaintiff alleges belong to 
her, but which the defendant claims be- 
longed to her husband, and it is to settle 
this point tnat the suit was brought. 

REVERSED THE JUDGMENT. 

The case of Mrs. A. A. Barnes and C. E. 
Hawes vs. J. W. Homer et al., an action 
to recover money alleged to be due for 
goods sold and delivered to defendants, 
came up for hearing in Department Six 
ore on appeal from the Township 

rt. 


The action arose out of a number of 
transactions in shells, Mrs. Barnes and 
her partner having supplied a large quan- 
tity of rough and polished shells to the 
Homers, at wholesale rates, which the lat- 
ter subsequently disposed of by retail, at 
their. store at Santa Monica. That the 
business is a lucrative one to the whole- 
salers was apparent from the testimony, 
it being shown that a ir of polished 
clam shéllg was worth alone. After 
hearing the evidence the court found for 
the plaintiffs in the sum of $38.30, thereby 
reversing the judgment of the lower 


court.

As counsel for both parties in- 
sisted upon having the case tried with 
closed doors, Judge Van Dyke departed 
from his usual custom and made the de- 
sired order, much to the apparent disap- 
pointment of a large number. of the 
friends of the litigants who were in at- 
tendance. The matter will be taken up 
again at 10 o’ciock this morning.

RAIDED BY PIRATES. 


NON-UNION SAILORS KIDNAPED 
AT REDONDO BEACH. 


The Schooner Webfoot Boarded by 
Union Seamen and Four of the 
Crew Carried into Captiv- 
ity—Rescued Later. 


“Dear Mother: Last night while in this 
horrible place the ship was attacked by 
pirates in the déad of night and four of 
the crew kidnaped, and if I had been in 
the forecastic with them I would now be 
at the bottom of the sea. 

So wrote a midshipmite“ aboard the 
good ship Webfoot lying at anchor a mile 
and a half off shore in Redondo Bay, to 
his mother in San Francisco Thursday 
morning. The gallant Capt. Donnelly read 
the note before the boy mailed it and 
thanked his stars that he had taken the 


“middie” into his cabin, instead of con- 


signing him to the forecastle, for he 
shared the opinion of the lad that he 
would have been in Davy Jones’s locker 
if he had been quartered with the tars 
in the fo’c’stle. In truth the good cap- 
tain little doubted that the four old salts 
whe had disappeared during the previous 
night had been dumped into the brine. 

The captain felt very bad over their 
loss, for they were able seamen, all, and 
their disappearance left the ship short- 
handed, besides each had a month’s wages 
coming to him, and Capt. Donnelly is 
not the man to withhold from the laborer 
his hire or to sail away from the place 
where a man went overboard, without 
making some effort to throw him a line. 

The ‘disconsolate skipper, therefore, 
shifted his quid to the other cheek, reefed 
his trousers and swore by the Great Horn 
Spoon that he would lay by until he dis- 
covered where those four men were at.”

Should 
nothing be done before then, it may take 
thousands of dollars to do the same work. 

It is suggested that the Supervisors of 
Los Angeles county take this matter up, or 
if they have not the power to appropriate 
money for the purpose, a sufficient amount 
should be raised by private subscription 
among the farmers, to many of whom.the 
eradication of this pest, that has done so 
much damage in the East. is a matter of 
the bighest importance. 


The Camphor Tree. 

Among the trees which might apparently 
be profitably raised on a large” scale in 
Southern California is the caniphor, 20 
which reference has been made on several 
occasions in The Times. Any. one who 
bas noted the camphor trees that may be 
seen here and there in the yards in Los 
Angeles and surrounding towns must have 
noticed how thrifty and vigorous they look 
They seem to be as thoroughly wel) 
adapted to the soil and climate of this 
section as any other tree that has been 
introduced. The camphor is obtained by 
chopping the wood or roots into small 
pieces and boiling them with water in an 
Won vessel till the camphor begins to ad- 
here to the stirring utensil. The liquor is 
then strained and the camphor concretes 
on standing. it is afterward mixed with 
powdered earth and sublimed from one 
vessel into another. In Japan the chips 
the boiled in a vessel to which an earthen 
head containing straw has been fitted, and 
the campbor sublimes and condenses on 
the straw. Crude camphor very much re- 
sembles moist sugar before it is cleaned.

The California Army Worm. 


Prof. A. J. Clark of Claremont forwards 
The Times the following information in 
regard to the army worm, which has been 


doing so much damage in this section of 
the country: 


“Southern California, at least from Po- 
mona to San Diego, is being devastated 
by a caterpillar, larvae of a  noctuid 
moth,-which is popularly called the cut- 
worm or army worm. It is a promiscuolis 
feeder, eating the foliage of most garden 
vegetables, such as peas, sweet potatoes, 
tomatoes, etc., and not hesitating even 
to climb crees and feed on the orange 
leaves or even the fruit itself. Several 
have been found nearly buried in the rich 
navel oranges. Corn and Irish potatoes 
seem to escape, though many weeds fal] 
before their voracious appetites. Calla 
lilies are eaten to the ground. It has

Expert on California 
Fruit. 


Some interesting and valuable informa- 
tion was imparted to the fruit men of 
Southern California by Horace W. Day of 
mew York at the meeting held in the

fennica,) which devastated many sections 
East some years since, and created great 
alarm by their terrible ravages. 

These caterpillars are now nearly grown 
and many have pupated, so the mischief 
this season is nearly over. The pupa 1s 
a bright mahogany brown, and may be 
found in the orchards and gardens where 
the insects have fed, buried a few inches 
beneath the surface of the ground. ere 
are three ways to combat such insect 
pests: 

“First, we may dig them up or gather 
and destroy them. This is not very satis- 
factory where the insects come in such 
multitudes, though it has often paid 
richly in fighting the common cutworms. 

“The second way is to place small 
bunches of succulent herbage such as cat- 
erpillars seem to like, in the orchard or 
garden. They will come to this to feed, 
gather beneath it and so y be quickly 
crushed. A third way and the best is to 
spread the herbage out thin, spray it with 
London purple, one pound to 200 gallons, 
then place it in- small bunches’ in 
the fields, orchards and gardens. The 
insects will feed on it and be poisoned. 
Sometimes people think this remedy in- 
efficient, as they do not find the poisoned 
insects. The reason is that che latter 
burrow in the earth before they die. They 
will often live several hours after cating 
the poison, but in such *ases are too un- 
comfortable to do further wmischief, I 
know of whole flelds, one of sweet pota- 
toes, right near the college here, tbat 
might have been wholly saved in this 
way at slight expense. 

“It is a comforting fact that such pests 
rarely do serious damage two years in 
succession, and almost never for three 
successive seasons. Thus we may be very 
certain that we shall not have such a raid 
again for some years. The very similar 
black army worm was very destructive 
in Michigan, Ontario, Canada, etc, one 
year; was present in small numbers the 
next season, and the third season was not 
noticed at all, nor has it been since that 
time. In such cases the parasites and 
predaceous enemies hold them at bay. 
We now notice a large black fierce grub, 
larva of a large ground beetle or carabid, 
feeding extensively on the caterpillars. 

“As the Eastern army worm is never 
likely to infest Southern California I think 
the name of California army worm would 
be a very appropriate one for this pest. 
I shall soon rear the moth and then shall 
know its scientific name.“ 


The Olive. 


The following interesting paper on the 
olive was read by John S. Calkins of Po- 
mona at the meeting of the Southern Call- 
fornia Pomological Society at Escondido 
on y 2: * 

“The trees went forth on a time to 
anoint a King over them; and they said 
unto the olive tree, reign thou over us. 
Judges IX:8. 

The olive has been intimately connected 
with the history of man from a remote 
period, furnishing him both food and med- 
icine. As far back as the building of Sol- 
omon’s temple we learn that large quan- 
tities of olive oil were consumed by the 
workmen. At the present time multi- 
tudes of people rely upon it as their chief 
staple of food as it takes the place of both 
meat and butter. Statistics show that the 
consumption of foreign pickled olives and 
alleged olive oll is immense in this coun- 
try, though it is known that the oil is 
shamefully adulterated and that the 
pickles are put up in a green state, being 
no better for food than any other unripe 
fruit. The supply of olive products is 80 
inadequate to meet the heavy demand 
that it is the general practice of European 
merchants to compound olive oil with in- 
ferior oils so that it is believed to be out 
of the question to obtain pure olive oil 
even in the markets of the olive-growing 
regions abroad, and it si no longer a secret 
that green plums are put up largely in the 
States and sold as pickled olives. As an 
iilustration of how little the olive is gen- 
erally known in the United States I will 
mention a letter received from a gentle- 
man in Wisconsin inquiring what the olive 
is like as all he knew of it was what he 
had read about it in the Arabian Nights. 
Another letter of inquiry from a Dunkard 
preacher in Indiana said all he knew of it 
was what he had gleaned from the Bible, 
so it is not surprising that the people of 
this country may be humbugged into buy- 
ing green plums for olives. Under these 
conditions it is not strange that the olive 
is not in as general use here as it is in 
the olive-growing regions of Europe where 
the peasants grow their own olives and 
put them up ripe and make their own oil 
for family use. The olive is such an im- 
portant food factor with those people that 
a shortage of the crop would be a most 
serious matter with them. . 

compounding medicines, olive oll 18 
preferred by druggists above all other oils;

“Second—It is unsurpassed as a remedy 
in most, and probably in all wasting dis- 
eases, where it relieves the stomach, rests 
the over-taxed digestive organs, lubricates 
inflamed alimentary tracts and arrests 
their future congestion, satisfies most all 
demands of the system for a concentrated 
heat-producing food, and restores to a 
worn-out or broken~down tiesues just such 
elements of repair as its reconstruction 
demands. 

Third—It possesses a direct alterative 
effect in constitutional diseases.

Physicians 
have the same right to demand an abso- 
lutely unadulterated oil as they have to 
demand pure quinine, pure morphia or any 
other drug, chemical or remedy. But the 
sick, they who, suffering, need its balm 
and would be grateful recipients of its 
priceless‘ virtues, have the strongest plea 
to enter at the bar of justice against its 
contamination and substitution.”

It is generally supposed that the olive 

tree does not come into bearing until it is 
7 or 8 years old, but that does not apply 
to this Coast, for it is common for the 
trees to commence bearing the third year 
after planting in the orchard and cont.nue 
to bear for generations; there are trees 
at the San Diego mission supposed to be 
125 years old which are still bearing, hav- 
ing yielded a crop this year. From your 
local paper, the Escondido Times, I clip 
the following: “There is growing on the 
sidewalk at the residence of P. A. Bettens, 
this city, a Manzanillo olive tree twelve 
feet high that was planted in the spring 
of 1889. When planted the tree was about 
fifteen inches high, raised from a rooted 
cutting of the previous year. In 1892 the 
tree yielded one gallon of olives; in 1893 
there was gathered from the same tree 
five gallons of olives. If all the streets 
of your city were planted to olive trees 
the revenue to the city would be large. 
Those tourists who come to the kitchen 
door for a job could be accommodated as 
the crop matures at a season of the year 
when they are most numerous; they could 
be employed by the city to pick olives, and 
I guarantee they would not consume more 
fruit than they gathered. I believe I am 
within bounds in saying that the returns 
from the-olive trees would run your city 
government, pave your business streets, 
put down your cement sidewalks and keep 
your streets sprinkled, besides rendering 
your city one of the most beautiful on 
this Coast. ; 
In setting out an olive-orchard, the 
selection of varieties comes up; thefe are 
upward of sixty varieties in the nurseries 
of California, and out of those, there are, 
I should say, a dozen or so of the best- 
knwn that have proved worthy of orchard- 
planting, doubtless most all of the sixty 
odd sorts after further acquaintance will 
de found to be valuable acquisitons. As the 
industry takes on system a er will be 
used and the larger fruit all varieties 
Will be made into pickles and the smaller 
fruit converted into oil. 

The question of planting different varie- 
tes of olive Mees in the same orchard with 
a view of imereasing the yield of fruit 
has been under discussion for a year or 
more. At the meeting of this society last 
November I contributed à paper giving a 
detailed account of some work performed a 
year ago in croes-pollinating olive-flowers 
in my experiment orchard at Pomona, with 
a ‘view of ascertaining if such a planting 
of different varieties is desirable. I will 
mail the paper to anyone who will write 
to me for it. While it cannot be expected 
that one experiment would be conclusive, 
the result of the work seems to favor the 
utility of planting different varieties in 
proximity. I shall continue the work this 
month with the hope of gathering addi- 
tional data. At my request Prof. Cook 
of Pomona College, and J. W. Mills, fore- 
man of the Pomona Experiment Staition, 
did some work at the same time and 
in the same line with results favoring the 
planting of different varieties together. 

We are now on the threshold of the 
Olive industry, but anyone who studies it 
in its different phases, taking into con- 
sideration our unequaled advantages in 
producing the fruit, its value as a food 
and medicine and the profitable and in- 
creasing market must condlude that our 
Coast in time will..become as famous 
for its olives-groves as the shores of the 
Meditteranean.

Rearing Young Turkeys. 

(Exchange:) It ia best to confine the 
brood for a week at least after hatching. 
Shculd the mother hen then become rest- 
less, she may be let out during the mid- 
die of the day. As the turkey retires 
early and dislikes being disturbed after 
settling down for the night, be sure and 
coop them before the ge Bets The 
young turkeys will eat but little the ‘irst 
week. eed separate from the mother, 
for she will devour all the food within 
reach, For downright greediness, an old 
turkey hen has few equals. Dry bread 
soaked in sweet milk is one of the best 
foods for the young, as is curd from fresh 
buttermilk. . A whole flock has been 
raised on warm curd. A custard made of 
one egg to a pint of milk, thickened with 
bread (no sugar,) is a good food. When 
about 2 months old, feed whole wheat 
part of the time, and mix cornmeal! with 
their feed. This should not be fed exclu- 
sively. Allow plenty of liberty, as con- 
finement will kill young turkeys. When 
the mother hen begins tramping wildly 
from one side of the coop to the other, bet- 
ter let her out unless the weather is un- 
favorable. 

When about the size of partridges and 
old enough ‘to follow the mother in long 
rambles, the young Will need but Httile 
attention, simply a little feed morning 
and evening. They much prefer bugs, 
graeshoppere, insects and seeds to a more 
civilized ration. Do not neglect to bring 
them home at night and put under shelter 
until old enough to fly into trees and care 
for themselves. Turkeys do not always 
select wisely the best resting-place for the 
night, hence vermin sometimes attack and 
annoy them. ‘Teach them to come at the 
sound of your yoice. It will save many 
a tramp in seafthing woods and fields. 

Six weeks’ time is sufficient to fatten 
for market. .

The Gypsy Moth. 

Experiments by the gypsy moth commis- 
sion at Malden show that Paris green is 
not the infallible specific to destroy the 
gypsy moth that has been supposed. The 
full-grown moths either do not eat the 
poison or have, perhaps, become immune 
to its effects. As a consequence of this 
discovery, leading chemists have been ex- 


refuse to tell what it is, hoping that they 
can get a patent on it. They have also 
grown cotton plants and have placed the 
caterpillars upon their leaves. They find 
that the gypsy moth caterpillar is

I have 
been ridiculed and maligned, and if I had 
listened to the voice of the growlers and 
the howlers I should have long ago given 
up in dispair. 1 have watched eagerly 
and carefully; I have studied the habits, 
the work,-the age (or length of life,) the 
effect of season, @tc., of and upon. the 
various lady birds. I have taken lessons 
of those who d more experience 
than myself, and I have learned much 
from the ignorance of others.

HUGE OIL TANKS. 


THREE NEW ONES NOW UNDER 
CONSTRUCTION. 


— — — 


All Are Being Built in This City 
and Will Héld When Completed 
Four Million Gallons 
of Oil. 


There are at this moment three oll tanks 
under construction in Los Angeles that 
when completed will hold nearly four mil- 
lion gallons of petroleum, refined and 
crude, 

One of these immense tanks is the one 
being built by the Pace Ol Refining and 
Supply Company of Los Angeles on a lot 
lying between the Southern Pacific Arcade 
Depot and the Santa Fe roundhouse. Kk 
will be ninety feet in diameter at the base 
and thirty feet high, capable of containing 
1,360,000 gallons of oil. 

Not far from where this tank is being 
built the Capital Oil Company of Santa 
Paula has commenced building one almost 
as large As that of the Pacific Company. 
It will be eighty-six feet in diameter and 
thirty feet high, with a capacity of about 
twelve hundred thousand gallons. This 
tank is being built on the land hitherto 
occupied as the big Chinese garden near 
the “electric company’s building, east of 
the Southern Pacific Arcade Depot, ard 
within easy reach also of the Santa Fe 
track. It is expected that short loops will 
be run from the tracks of both companies 
So that tankcars can be filled at the main 
tank and distributed at points along the 
raWroads. A similar system will be put 
into operation ‘With the big central tank of 
the Pacific Ol Refining and Supply Com- 
pany. This tank is in close proximity to 
both the Southern Pacific and Santa Fe, 
and loops will be built from both lines to 
the tank, so that the oil can be loaded on 
the cars and run to any point. 

Besides these two the Standard Oil 
Company is building a large, iron tank 
in ite yard north of River Station on the 
Southern Pacific. The yard occupies the 
triangle of ground lying 

Southern Pacific and Santa Fe roads. This- 
new tank the Standard Co is now 
constructing is situated in the bight 
between the two lines 80 the olleare 
of both companies can come up alongside 
and be filled. The dimensions of this tank 
when completed will be forty feet in di- 
ameter at the base, and thirty-two feet 
high. It ie being constructed on a brick 
foundation, and will be used only for re- 
fined oil. In addition to this new tank 
which is being constructed by the Stand- 
ard, that company has already in its yard 
two other iron tanks, each with a capacity 
of over 95,000 gallons, and several smaller 
ones for storing gasoline. The storage
